A Farewell Benefit at the Thea- 
tre Francais. 


Bressant Retires from the Comedie 
After Twenty-three Years’ 
Service. 


A Wonderful Programme, Including Sarah Bern- 
hardt and Mounet-Sully in ‘* Othello ”--- 
Seme Anecdotes of Bressant. 


Literary and Artistic Gossip—The Com- 
ing Salon—New Books—New 
Plays—Musical. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Paris, March 1.—We should have to go back 
a good many years to find a parallel for the 
magnificent representation which was given at 
the Theatre Francais on Wednesday night, when 
Bressant, the popular and talented actor, bade 
farewell to the stage after having been connected 
with the first theatre in the world for upwards 
of twenty-three years. The benefit had been 
expected and promised for several weeks 
before, but nobody outside a certain privileged 
set freally knew when the great event would 
come off till the bills announcing it for two 
days later were placarded on Monday. Then 
there was a grand rush for tickets. All the 
prices were tripled or quadrupled; but that did 
not seem to stop any one, though the times are 
so hard, as we know. The boxes and stalls 
were advertised at 40 francs, and the rest of the 
place in proportion. in a few hours all the 
seats were snapped up but those in the amphi- 
tehatre; and the receipts, which, on a first-rate 
“Hernani” night even, hardly reach a larger 
sum than 7,000 francs, had swollen to the re- 
markable figure gf 32,000 francs,—the highest, I 
believe, by a long way, ever taken at the 
theatre. 
And no wonder, with such an extraordinary 
programme. We had Meilhac and Halevy’s 
* L’ete de la St. Martin“ as a lever de rideau; 
an admirable revival of Alfred de Musset’s beau- 
tiful Caprices de Marianne,“ —perhaps the 
most delicate of all the Comedies and Prov- 
erbs.““ but that pearl of comedies, ‘‘On Ne 
Badine Pas avec l’Amour;” a couple of scenes 
from M. Aicard’s new translation of Othello,” 
played by Sarah Bernhardt and M. Mounet- 
Sully; the whole of Moliere’s screaming comeay, 
Monsieur de Pourceaugnac” (with the inci- 
dental grotesque dances and music); and, as an 
intermede, nothing less than Adolphe Adam’s 
„Noel,“ sung by Faure himself, whom we had 
almost thought lost to us forever; the “‘Swal- 
low Song from Gounod’s Mireille,“ sung by 
Mme. Miolan-Carvalho; and two or three selec- 
tions from Don Juan,” in which we heard both 
these once inseparable artists singing as well as 
in their best days. The prices might have been 
decupled instead of quadrupled,—it would not 
have made theslightest difference in the attend- 
ance; but even so, Bressant can’t complain. 
The casts of the Caprices de Marianne and 
Monsieur de Pourceaugnac’’ may be termed, 
without exaggeration, phenomenal. Hardly an 
actor or actress of note now on the boards 
of the Theatre-Francais was absent, and even 
the most insignificant roles were filled by artists 
who at another theatre would be stars. Imagine 
Delaunay, Got, Coquelin, Worms, and Mlle. 
Croizette playing together in Alfred de Musset’s 
comedy! Worms as Celio, the love-sick adorer 
of the fair Marianne ; Delaunay as the madcap 
Octave, who pleads his friend’s suit so success- 
fully that the hard-hearted beauty at last re- 
lents, alas! only to bestow her love on Celio’s 
ambassador; Got, too, inimitable in 
the comi-tragic part of the jealous 
old Judge Claudio; and Coquelin, the prince of 
humoristse—as his obsequious follower and 
toady, Tibia Icared less for Croizette, who 
played the eapricious heroine (why capricious, 
bv-the-by? Marianne was no coquette, in spite 
of the title of the comedy): She has no 
womanly charm about her, let her admirers rave 
as they will,—and, as we are all aware, her ad- 
mirers are Legion. Croizette is neither a great 
actress nor a beautiful woman,—if the chief 
beauty of woman lie in the graces of face and 
manner rather than in mere splendor of form, 
cold coquetry, and extravagant  toilettes. 
I never look at ber without thikking of a 
sparrow. Her every movement is birdlike,—a 
strange mixture of grace and impudence. er 
nose (no offense to it) resembles a beak; her 
eyes twinkle with the same hard, cold bright- 
ness as a parrot’s or a linnet’s: and her voice is 
as harsh and metallic as a cockatoo’s. With all 
this, however, she has great talent of a certain 
sort, which fits her excellently for the parts of 
brilliant courtesans and dashing demi-mondaines, 
but (to come back to the point I started from) 
unfits her absolutely for plaving any character 
needing womanly softness, delicacy, and charm. 
They are celebrated for the perfect finish of 
their stage-elfects at the Francais, as well as 
for their finished act ug; but, in all former re- 
vivals of Les Caprices,” a ridiculous tolerance 
had been extended to the habit of playing the 
short, but most exquisite, closing scene (which 
should occur in the cemetery) with the scenery 
already used for the rest of the comedy, 
and which represents a street, with a 
view of # Marianne’s house. Not to 
be open to further reproach, the Francais re- 
stored the cemetery scene last Wednesday. It 
is superbly painted. Inthe foreground is the 
tomb of the unhappy Celio, shaded, just as 
Alfred de Musset’s own resting-place, by the 
drooping branches of a weeping willow. To 
right and left are dark masses of cypress: and, 
behind, the night is closing in above the long, 
blue range of sullen mountains. 
The short fragment of Othello,“ which was 
played by Sarah Bernhardt and M. Mounet- 
Sully, confirmed me in my opinion that there is 
no one on the French stage at present able to 
do full justice to Shakspearean tragedy, and 
no French audience wholly capable of appre- 
ciating one if there were. The scene chosen 
(that in which Othello smothers Desdemona) 
afforded a capital opportunity of gudsi the 
actors’ strength and weakness. Sara 142 
hardt was fairly good, though she was too 
dreamy and mystic for Desdemona; but Mounet- 
Sully, as 1 quite expected, made a wretched 
lo. He has always a tendency to exagger- 
ate, and this exaggeration was more — 
than ever. When he came in, his white eyeballs 
1 horribly from ont a coal- 
lock face (for he had taken up 
the n theory of Othello), and an the cel-

Bressaut himself was too ill to ap on 
Wednesday, so a farewell was spoken for 
him by his old companion, Coquelin. 
Bressant was born on the of October, 1815, 
and is cunsequently nearly 63 years of age. He 
made his debut as an amateur on the humble 
boards of the Theatre de Montmartre, when he 
was but 18, much to the disgust of his family, 
who did everything they could to dissuade him 
from taking to the stage, but in vain. 
Thus early he was stage-struck, and it was not 
long before he threw up his situation at a law- 
er's to sign an engagement at Montmartre. 
e did not languish long in the suburbs, how- 
ever. In 1833, Dartois, the manager of the Va- 
rieties, engaged him for the Amours de Paris.“ 
Two years after, at the exceptionally early age 
of 20, he was offered an engagement at the 
Comedie Francaise, but he declined to leave the 
Varietes, where he had just found a wife in 
the daughter of one of the persons attached to 
that theatre. In 1838 he set off for St. Peters- 
burg, but his career there was as short as it was 
brilliant. He was obliged to leave the banks of 
the Neva to save himseif from the consequences 
of certain scandalous intrigues in which he was 
much mixed up, they say, Bressant was always 
a polished and captivating fellow.

During the summer and the 
autumn I used to bear dozens of people com- 
plaining of the war, condemning the short-sight- 
ed, bellicose fanaticism whien had led the coun- 
try into difficulties, and ardently hoping that 
— * would de concluded as soon as possible. 

f late I have heard very few speak in 
this way. Many of those w formerly 
condemned the war with Turkey as moat 
disastrous for the economic and political prog- 
ress of the country, aud ruinous for the natiou- 
al Uuances, have now forgotten their prudence 
and gloomy forebodings, and are ready to en- 
gage with a licht heart in a great European 
struggle, the consequences of which would be 
for Russia far more disastrous, even u she 
were victorious. The change is, I believe, the 
result of various causes. In the first place there 
is that feeling of recklessness which is cxpress- 
ed in the popular saying. In for a penny, in 
fora pound.” At this moment I cannot recal! 
any Russian equivalent for that homely 
phrase, but I have no doubt that one exists, for 
that peculiar species of recklessness is far 
stronger and more frequent in the Russian 
than ia the Englishman. Many strange mani- 
festations of it on a large scale might cited 
from the history of the last twenty years. At 
the time of the Emancipation, for example, a 
large number of proprietors who had at first 
opposed the measure, suddenly turned round as 
sv0n as they saw it was inevitable, and, makin 
a bolocaust of their ancient rights, demand 
that the reform should be as thorough as possi- 
ble. Something analogous seems to have oc- 
curred now. “Iwas strongiy opposed to the 
war,” said a friend to me the other evening 
“and deeply regretted the commencement of 
hostilities; but, now that things have gone so 
far, I should like to see the question thor- 
oughly solved, even though it should cost 
us great sacrifices... Many hold this view, 
and they can adduce very strong arguments in 
support of it. I do not speak of the 
people who preach the bag-and-baggage” doc- 
trine in its extreme form, and who are ready to 
sacrifice 50,000 human lives for the satisfaction 
of seeing the Cross put in the place of the Cres- 
cent on the dome of St. Sofia. I speak of sensi- 
ble, moderate men, who think more about the 
present interests of Russia than about bistorical 
missions or the possible future of the Slavonic 
race. They hold that, sooner or later, the work 
must be done, and that it is better to finish it 
now, beeause, if it be left unfinished, it must all 
be done over again, and all the sacrifices must 
be made a second time. 

But what is this “work” that is ed often 
vacucly referred to and so seldom acchrately 
defined! Ot course, each one ioilows his own 
conception of it, and some of these conceptions 
are very fantastical. An anonymous politician, 
for example, writes to the Sovremen [svesti 
as follows:

THE ZUNI INDIANS. 


Peculiarities of a Progressive Tribe of Ari- 


zona Savages. 
An Arizona correspondent writes: The Zuni 
ndians are located in New Mexico a few miles 
ast of the Arizona line. They are an industri- 


ous, economical people; are kind and hospitable 
to strangers, live almost wholly within them- 
selves, raisc cattle and sheep, weave blankets 
and cloth for their own clothing. They live in 
four-story buildings. the entrances being in the 
top story, which they enter by means of ladders 
which they take up after them at night, and 
then consider themselves secure from enemies 
without, and, so far asthe rude implements of 
war the Indians use are concerned, are undoubt- 
edly correct.

people who once densely populated this Terri-

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The Efficiency of the Fire De- 
partment Not to Be 


Some More Policemen 
Slaughter of the In- 
nocents. 


The Mayor and the Aldermen will have no 


controversy. The former is master of the situa-. 


tion, and the latter know it, and, although 
twenty-five policemen were dismissed, and 
thirty-three flremen requested to retire, yester- 
day, the Aldermen didn’t even protest. Per- 
haps there has been a compromise. But the 
ayor says he knows nothing of it. It is cer- 
tain, however, that the Fire Department proper 
is to remain intact, and very probably not more 
than seventy-five policemen will de dis- 
charged. No further reductions will be 
necessary in either service, if the $50,000 
ip miscellaneous receipts set aside for each is 
available. Ever since the Council appropriated 
$250,000 to be derived from this source, his 
Honor has said that no such amount would be 
raised. Supt. Hickey is of the same opinion, 
going so far as to say that no more than one- 
half as many saloon licenses wil] be taken out 
this year as last. He attributes the falling off 
to the Red-Ribbon movement, asserting that 
such anumber of drinkers have signed the 
pledge that lack of business will compel over 
1,000 saloon-keepers to abandon the business. 
Others who have almost as good opportuni- 
ties for gaining knowledge on this point, 
do not place the figures so high, but they do not 
question that there will de a large shrinkage. 
Instead of $203,000, the sum paid by saloons 
last year, perhaps not over $130,000 will be re- 
ceived this year. It is proposed to make up the 
amount of $250,000 by licensing people who are 
not now licensed. The Committee on the sub- 
ject has already agreed upon making the livery- 
hacks pay a fee, and an effort will doubtless be 
made Monday night to take action to secure the 
licensing of street-car conductors and drivers. 
While the Corporation Counsel has decided that 
the streetcars themselves cannot be licensed, 
it is claimed that, as the Council 
has power to license hackmen, omnibus drivers, 
and others engaged in a similar business, it 
can reach the conductors and drivers. The 
companies, and not the men, would have to pay 
the fee, which would perhaps not be over fio. 
Aldermen are looking over the charter to see 
who else can be licensed. They will unques- 
tionably make some business for lawyers.

THE FIREMEN. 

In the afternoon Fire-Marshal Benner dis- 
charged two of his men and retired thirty-one 
others. The former were “supds”; the latter 
the watchmen at the engine-houses. While 
these watchmen will not draw recular pay, they 
will have the preference in case any vacancies 
occur or men are needed to take the place of 
any of the regulars who get sick or are injured; 
that is, they will be placed on the roll of appli- 
cants, and will be given work temporarily when 
necessity requires it. This is a precarious 
means of obtaining a livelihood, and the greater 
portion of the thirty-one will undoubtedly wan- 
der off to other pastures. Their cutting-off, 
however, is only a saving of 10 per cent. 
The other 5 is effected by shaving the 
pay of every one in the Department. 
If, as seems to be anticipated, city warrants will 
be giver in lieu of cash, and they mast be dis- 
counted, a fireman’s pay will, in reality, be 
materially reduced. But an effort will be made 
to save the men from any shave beyond the 5 
per cent. It is believed that the business men 
of the city have at heart the welfare of the 
Fire Department, and that they can be induced 
to take the warrants at their face value, and 
use them for taxes; or that a pool will be made 
up by subscriptions large enough to cover the 
salaries, say 000, so that the warrants can 
be carried until the money is in the Treasury 
to take them up. This proposition came from 
a merchant, who was of opinion that it would 
meet general approval. Whether it will, re- 
mains to be seen.

THE ELECTION OF CITY ALDERMEN. 
On the first Tuesday in April,—the 2d day 
of the month,—or two weeks from Tuesday 
next, there will be an election in this city 
for township officers, and also for one 
Alderman from each of the eighteen wards 
of the city. After the scandalous and whole- 
sale abuses practiced at the town elections in 
1876, the people of this city were sufficiently 
aroused to take interest enough in the elec- 
tion of the Assessors and Collectors, and 
during the years that have intervened we 
have had reputable men in those offices, who 
have honestly and efficiently performed their 
duties, and at a cost greatly reduced over 
that of former years. Growing out of the 
same excitement there has been a com- 
paratively honest, intelligent, and patriotic 
City Council. The election of a year ago 
somewhat weakened the moral strength and 
character of the Council, and the old class 
of pensioners have confidently looked for- 
ward to the coming election as certain to 
give them a controlling majority in the 
City Council for the year to come. The city 
is embarrassed by complications of yarious 
kinds, financial and judicial. The laws 
enacted by the State for the government 
of the city, which laws the City Government 
was not authonzed to treat as nullities, and 
which we were bound to obey, have been 
declared void by the Court, and that, too, after 
the city had acted under them in good 
faith. The City Government has never had 
judicial powers; it could not decide whether 
this or that lawof the Legislature was the 
superior; all it could do was to obtain the 
best legal advice it could obtain and follow 
that. The action of the City Government, 
when not sanctioned or approved by the 
judgments of the local judiciary, hag been 
fortified by lawyers known to the State as 
among the ablest and most experienced men 
of the profession, several of them haying at 


times held office on the Supreme Bench of 


Illinois. Beset by complications of these 
kinds, the City Government has struggled to 
maintain the credit of the city, and to pre- 
serve for the public, so far as was possible, 
the institations essential to any Municipal 
Government. 

There are two opposing policies urged : 
The one is the practical disbandment of the 
Oity Government and a resort to voluntary 
government, That there shall be no police, 
no Fire Department, no public schools, no 
street-cleaning, no small-pox hospital, no 
bridge-attendance, no street-repairing, and 
no sewer-cleaning; that the city must run 
itself. This is a city of nearly half a mill- 
ion of population. Last year there was sold 
here at wholesale over five hundred millions 
of dollars’ worth of merchandise. It ig the 
centre of business for eight or ten tributary 
States. It invites hither and is visited an- 
nually by six millions of people, mostly upon 
business and largely for pleasure. To do 
this business, to regeive these people, to en- 
tertain them, to enable them to buy and sell 
here, the city must be habitable. It must 
have good streets, and clean streets, and 
lighted streets; it must have bridges over 
the river; it must be kept free from pesti- 
lence; there must be safety and protection 
for life and property from violence and rub- 
bery ; there must be protection from fire; 
and there must be a government having the 
authority and the means to enforce the laws. 
It is easy to say close the schools; but there 
can be no greater calamity than to tarn 40,- 
000 children upon the streets. The destruc- 
tion of government means the destruction of 
Chicago ; for six months of such ap exist- 
ence would render the city uninhabitable ; 
the streets would be as undisturbed by busi- 
ness as if they were open prairie; and no 
store or dwelling would be free from the un- 
opposed invasion of any thief or ruffian who 
might think proper to enter. The policy of

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must then be a deficit of from 15 to 25 per 
cent between the authorized expenditure and 
the possible income. This deficit mtst be 
represented at the end of the year by an il- 
legal debt ranging from $600,000 to $1,000,- 
000, or the expenditure must be reduced. 
The Mayor has directed that the illegal def- 
icit must be avoided by reducing the ex- 
penditures, At the first step in this direo- 
tion there comes a violent protest against 
the discharge of faithful men on the pay- 
roll, and we are surprised to see that a ma- 
jority of the City Council join in that pro- 
test. 

One fundamental principle is always over- 
looked in such cases. The City Government 
was not created nor intended to provide em- 
ployment for any person. There is no ob- 
ligation, legal or moral, to employ any par- 
ticular number of policemen, or firemen, or 
teachers, or clerks; certainly, there is no 
obligation to employ men which the city has 
and can not have the money to pay. No 
business man will employ bookkeepers, 
clerks, salesmen, workmen, or others in ex- 
cess of his means to pay them, and when 
the means to pay fail then he must reduce 
his force to the means at his disposal. If 
the city can have money enough to pay the 
salaries of only 300 men, is it rational or just 
for the public, and especially for the mem- 
bers of the City Council, to insist that 
400 shall be employed? We do not 
think the police force too large; but, large or 
small, it must be reduced to that number 
which the city can pay. If there be any law 
more strongly enforced by reason, justice, 
and the Supreme Court than that the city 
cannot incur a debt beyond its possible 
ability to pay, it has never been disclosed. 

The city expenditures must therefore of 
necessity be limited to the sum of actual 
revenue; there is nochoice. We must keep 
within the means to pay,—or suspend. It 
is a question of 300 policemen or no police- 
men; of a reduction in the cost of gas 25 
per cent, or no gas; of paying $100 with 
$75, and that can only be done by reducing 
the expenditures to $75. 

Two weeks hence the voters of the city 
must, at the polls, meet this question in the 
election of a new City Council. It is not a 
question of national politics, though the 
party machinery may be conveniently used 
to select candidates. Already the demand 
for repudiation of past deficiencies is made. 
Shall there be other deficiencies, when in- 
junctions threaten the total suspension of 
paying anything? If the people of this city 
want reduced expenditures, let them elect 
Aldermen who favor that policy; if they 
want another deficiency of a miilion, and 
the winding up of the Municipal Govern- 
ment by the Courts, let them vote accord- 
ingly. We commend this vital question to 
the careful deliberation of those whose in- 
terests are bound up in all that pertains to 
the welfare and permanent prosperity of 
Chicago. 

THE SOUTHERN MAW. 

The Southern maw appears to be as deep 
as a well aud as wide as a barn-door. South- 
ern impudence has reached that degree of 
colossal dimension that makes any jocular 
allusion to the Government mule simply an 
undeserved insult to that spirited and hardy 
animal’s cheek. Hereafter let the unmeas- 
urable in greed and the maximum of audaci- 
ty find their parallels in Southern claimants, 
whether they be States or individnals. The 
list of bills and resolutions introduced in the 
House of Representatives and the Senate 
prior to the holiday recess for the purpose 
of securing public improvements justifies us 
in our assertions. There are bills pending 
in the Senate asking for $4,247,108; in the 
House for $27,240,741. Of this total of over 
twenty-seven millions, $17,599,742 are asked 
for the improvement of rivers and harbors 
alone. Rivers of all dimensions, from the 
Mississippi down to the smallest creek ; 
swamps of all areas, from the Dis- 
mal Swamp to a bog-hole; 
bors, bayous, cut-offs, chutes, canals, 
ditches, and puddles are represented in 
these multitudinous bills. Every State in 
the South, almost every county in every 
State, nearly every town in every county, if 
not every man in every town in every 
county in every State, either have a claim for 
something, or are contemplating a claim, so 
that when all the claims are in they will rep- 
resent pretty nearly everything, from a peck 
of peanuts to a Texas Pacific Road. 

The situation would not be very distressing 
or alarming if Southern claims were confined 
to the improvement of rivers and harbors, or 
if $27,240,741 represented the sum total in 
dollars and cents that the South wants. This 
amount is only adrop in the bucket. No 
private claims are included in the list to 
which we have referred, and there are 
numerous bills for the appropriation of in- 
definite sums. For instance, each of the 
Texas Pacific bills calls for $30,000,000 of 
bonds more or less. The refunding of the 
cotton tax will call for $60,000,000. Here 
are a few of the bills with the amount of 
appropriation left in blank, which every 
reader of Tun Tarsune can fill out. We take 
them from an official list printed in the New

Remember 
that this hundred and fifty millions of dol- 
lars is only the first demand of the South] 
that, since this demand was made, numerous 
others have accumulated; and that Northern 
and Southern Democrats alike are constantly 
seeking to mature legislation which will let 
in still other classes of claims, enlarge 
the period of time in which claims 
can be made and collected, and clear 
the road to the Public Treasury 
of every obstacle that now stands in the 
way of the Southern claimants, claim-agents, 
and lobbyists. The pending bills represent 
only a tithe of what is to come when once 
the way is opened, They are only the few 
drops portending the coming storm. When 
that storm comes, it means the utter deple- 
tion of the National Treasury and national 
bankruptcy. And this is Democratic reform 
andeconomy! This is the carrying out of 
the pledge upon which the present Northern 
Democratic members were elected that 
Southern claims should be opposed. Is 
there vitality enough left in the North to 
make a bold stand against this raid upon the 
national finances, or will it stand idly by 
and, without even so much as a protest, see 
Treasury, Government, and all pass into 
Southern possession? Is the limitless, bot- 
tomless Southern maw the chasm over which 
we are to shake the hand of reconciliation ?

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THE GOSPEL OF EQUALITY. 

Mr. Marraew Arnoup’s address on Equal- 
ity, originally delivered before the British 
Royal Institution, is accorded the first place 
in the current number of the Fortnightly 
Review. It is well worthy of the honor. It 
possesses a double interest. First as an en- 
tertaining discourse, without reference to its 
intrinsic merits; and, secondly, as an illus- 
tration of the social submissiveness of the 
English gentlemen in the class below the 
highest, including the professions, the mili- 
tary men, literary men, and a certain con- 


tingent of business men. In point of enter- 


tainment we find the paper up to Marruzw 
ARNOLD’s usual high mark. Everybody knows 
by this time what to expect of Matrazw 
Amor. He inherited his taste for study 
from his father, the famous Dr. Anno, 
familiarized to Americans by Tom Hoon 
even more than by his own eloquent pulpit 
discourses, or by his authority in Greek 
history and literature. The younger 
Amor has just finished a term of 
ten years as Professor of Poetry 
at Oxford. He has produced poetry 
which, though it is sometimes frigidly cor- 
rect, has frequent inspiration; and, as a 
master of English prose, be is believed to be 
without an equal. How far this latter belief 
may be deemed conclusive, or even compli- 
mentary, we are obliged to doubt ; for when 
a man like James T. Fos assumes to con- 
fer a similar honor on T. W. Hiearson, the 
source of critical authority is contaminated. 
Whatever may be the final judgment on 
Matraew ARNOLD, it is safe to say he writes 
with copiousness and grace. This very dis- 
course on Equality is pleasing almost for its 
want of continuity. Beginning with a seri- 
ous statement of the law of bequests in va- 
rious nations, it ends, with something like 
persiflage, in an admission of the inapplica- 
bility of the usages prevailing in other na- 
tions to the conditions of the English peo- 
ple, This is a clear concession of the pith 
of the argument to the prejudices of the 
aristocracy. It serves, however, to point 
the moral and adorn the tale. 

Defining inequality as difference in wealth 
and social position, it becomes a question 
how this has been produced. Chiefly, no 
doubt, by laws of bequest and entail. 
The origin of these laws is hidden in remote 
antiquity. We only know that their nature 
in olden times was different from what, a 
priori, we would suppose to be the case. 
Marne points this out clearly in his Ancient 
Law.” We would suppose, he says, that the 
first testaments were made directly, that 
they took effect after the death of the tes- 
tator, and that they were secret; whereas, 
they were made by proxy, they were public, 
and they took effect immediately. Both the 
patriarchal and the feudal systems caused a 
concentration of estates, for each made the 
family the unit of society, and constituted 
the head of the family a responsible chief- 
tain. In imposing this responsibility they 
provided that the means of satisfying it 
should be kept together, and handed 
down unimpaired from eldest son to 
eldest son, or from natural heir to 
natural heir. When the feudal tenure was 
abrogated, the necessity for feudal organiza- 
tion ceased, but it continued nevertheless by 
virtue of the momentum it had received. It 
was not broken in Europe till the French 
Revolution. The social ferment that ended 
in that magnificent emancipation of man, 
though it was attended by monstrous crimes, 
did one right greater than all its wrongs. It 
swept away the freedom of bequest. The 
Code Napoleon forbids entails, and leaves a 
man free to dispose of but one-fourth of his 
property, of whatever kind, if he have three 
children or more, of one-third if he have 
two children, and of one-half if he have but 
one child. Belgium and Holland adopt, pure 
and simple, the provisions of the Code Napo- 
leon as to bequests and entails. Italy and 
Switzerland have adopted them substantially. 
In Germany entails and settlements are gen- 
erally permitted, but there is a remarkable 
exception in favor of the Rhine countries. 
These countries refused to part with the 
Code Napoleon when they were restored 
to Germany. In the United States and 
the English Colonies the sentiment of 
equality natural in Republics virtually 
accomplishes what a law was required to do 
among the nations of Europe. The effects 
of this limitation of bequests are notewor- 
thy. Marruew Arnotp takes pains to show 
that they have been salutaryin France; and 
that, to quote Sir Exnsxive Mar, she is 
high, if not the first, in the scale of civilized 
nations.” Her civilization is specially ex- 
hibited among the lower and middle classes, 
who, without much education, enjoy a higher 
degree of comfort and show a finer intelli- 
gence than persons in the same class in En- 
gland. Mr. Arwoxp qualifies his argument by 
contending that civilization is the humani- 
zation of man in society”; and that man’s 
advance towards his full humanity is not 
along one line only, but several. Thus the 
great element in Hebrew humanization was 
the power of conduct; in Greek humanize- 
tion, the power of intellect and science. the

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| power of beauty, and the power of social life 


and manners; among dhe Germans, the 
strong sense of the necessity of knowing 
scientifically ; among the French, the power of 
social life and manners; among the Italians, 
the power of beauty; and among the En- 
glish again, like the Hebrews, the power of 
conduct. Advance along any one of these 
lines is not complete civilization. Failure to 
advance along more than one has made 
France and England uncivilized in some im- 
portant things. But a community with the 
spirit of society is eminently a community 
with the spirit of equality. Hence, the 
French have come fairly by their system of 
equality, and it has done well by them. 
England wants both the genius for society 
and for equality. This is Marruzw 
Annoip’s justification for saying: En- 
glish inequality materializes our upper 
classes, vulgarizes our middle, brutalizes our 
lower.” Again he says: Our love of in- 
equality is really the vulgarity in us, and the 


Its subjective bearing remains to be con- 
sidered. Is it not a wonderful thing that a 
Annorp should be a 
slave of the social system which he con- 
demns? That he should show in every 
page, almost in every line, a super- 
stitious reverence for the splendid 
fabric of the English aristocracy? 
That he should adopt an apologetis tone and 
bearing even in the act of declaring his 
independence? Yet it is even so. He 
quotes with ill-concealed exultation, and re- 
peatedly, Mr. CALA Sumnzn’s tribute to 
the worth of the English ‘‘class below the 
highest, —the class to which Mr. Agwoup 
himself belongs,—as if that were some sort 
of testimony to his own ranb and authority. 
The shadow of the aristrocracy seems to 
rest upon him even as it did on literary men 
before him, who, while they were admitted 
to the best society in their own right, never 
carried their families with them. It was so 


with Srpwey Surra and Tom Moors, and 


half a hundred literary men in this century 
besides. The literary classes of England, in- 
deed, can never wholly divest themselves of 
the glamour which their superior social class 
throws over them. They deny it and con- 
fess it in a breath. They fight against it 
continually and reproach it, but they see it 
stil) imperfectly and worship it. 


IMPRESSIONS OF AMERICA. 

The Rev. R. W. Datz, of Birmingham, 
Eng., who delivered the course of lectures 
on Preaching before the Yale Divinity 
School last fall, has begun a series of papers 
on America in the Nineteenth Century. His 
first article is devoted to a review of Ameri- 
can society. He was two months in this 
country, and traveled as far west as Chi- 
cago and as far south as Richmond. In the 
true spirit of a philosopher and a searcher 
after truth, he cultivated society wherever 
he could find it,—in drawing-rooms, assem- 
blies, steamboats, and railroad-cars,—and his 
observations are consequently thorough as 
well as impartial. They are, on the whole, 
extremely favorable. Though he found no 
specimens of the ideal American as drawn 
by Dickens and other caricaturists, he found 
many specimens of the ideal gentleman. 
He was particularly struck by the gentleness 
of American manners. Nor was it merely 
the gentleness that impressed him. There 
was something of the old-fashioned, formal 
courtesy, which has now almost disappeared 
in England Again and again Mr. 
Datz was reminded of the characters in 
Miss Avsren’s novels. “ Politeness” still sur- 
vives in America. Mr. Dau came to the 
conclusion—a very unexpected one—that the 
Americans are a reserved people. Manu- 
facturers, except when he asked them, did 
not tell him how many men they employed. 
Merchants were not anxious to impress him 
with the magnitude of their business trans- 
actions. Nor were strangers, as a rule, 
anxious to talk at all. Among the more well- 
to-do classes, which he found represented in 
the palace-cars, there seemed to be a genuine 
indisposition to conversation except among 
acquaintances. In the smoking-cars there 
was rather more freedom; but even there the 
passengers who had come from the first-class 
cars sat and smoked in silence. He was 
led to believe, from what he was 
told more than from his personal ob- 
servations, that this undemonstrative- 
ness is characteristic of the New 
Englanders, and is not common in other 
parts of the country. He thought, too, that 
the manners of the people he saw in Chica- 
go, Philadelphia, and New York, though 
quiet, were freer and more cordial than the 
manners of ths people he saw in New Eu- 
gland. The New Englander is apt to keep 
his heart where he keeps the furnace which 
heats his house—underground.” He was 
struck with the admirable temper of the 
people. Though he traveled several thou- 
sands of miles he never heard the noisy 
quarreling which some sketches of American 
manners had led him to expect. It is possi- 
ble, he believes, that the War produced a 
great effect on American manners. The dis- 
cipline communicated by military regula- 
tions to an immense number of men 
may gradually have diffused itself through 
the mass of the people, and the effects 
may be still lingering among them. 
But the chief cause of the differ. 
enc between English and American 
society is the want of an hereditary 
aristocracy in the latter. There is no reason 
why an American of average good sense 
should feel uppish. Neither wealth nor 
education confers upon him any marked 
superiority over his fellows. The want of 
class distinctions is especially noticeable in 
the relations existing between domestic 
servants and their employers. These are 
friendly and cordial to a degree unknown in 
England. Sxweca says that slaves should be 
treated not like beasts of burden, but as 
humble friends. men would have 
found himself quite at home in America. If 
he thought that the slaves who waited on 
him should be treated as Rumble friends,’ he 
would have treated free men and women who 
waited on him as friends that required to be 
described by another epithet.” 
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of the voters Mr. Dal attributes the con- 
servative tendency which he everywhere 
discovers. To an English Radical the con- 
servatism of the generally is very 
striking. Mr. Datz believes that, if a couple 
of million American voters were suddenly 
transferred to British constituencies, the 
conservative reaction would probably receive 
a great accession of vigor. The respect for 
the rights of property in America he regards 
as positively superstitious.” The conserv- 
ative instinct is also decidedly visible at the 
institutions of learning. From what he 
knows of Oxford and Cambridge, he is in- 
clined to believe that in neither of them is 
the conservative temper so strong as at 
Yale. At Harvard, however, there is far less 
reluctance to try new schemes. 

Mr. Dauz’s observations were tolerably 
superficial.. He would have been more just 
if he had been less lenient. There is no 
question that the tone of American society 
is healthy; that its temper is at least as 
good as that of English, or French, or Ger- 
man society; and that its progress is in the 
right direction. But it is not perfect. It is 
full of the mammon of unrighteousness. It 
adores success. As there is no other sure 
test of success, it makes wealth the first and 
principal one. The vulgar rich are a power 
in American society. This is not saying that 
American society is worse than any other, 
but that it has its faults. If Mr. DAL was 
so fortunate as to meet all the agreeable peo- 
ple and none of the disagreeable ones, he 
fared better than most travelers. He ought 
to spend a few years in this country as pastor 
of a flourishing city congregation. Then he 
might find that Americang stand in need of 
saving grace no less than their neighbors. 

THE VERDICT IN THE GAGE CASE. 

After a long and well-contested trial in the 
suit brought by the city to recover on Davip 
A. Gacs’s bond as City Treasurer, the jury 
have brought in a verdict for the city, and 
assessed the damages at $507,703 against 
Davi A. Gace, WILIA F. Tucker, AL 
Bert Crospy, Jon B. Suerman, James H. 
McVickxer, and Nartsanrer P. Wiper. 
Greorce W. Gace and Joun A. Rice were 
also on the bond, but the former is deceased 
and the latter has been adjudicated bank- 
rupt. The city agked for $558,392, which 
was the amount of the deficiency Dec. 17, 
1873, when Gace went out of office, with 
interest added, and less the amounts which 
Gao subsequently paid in; but the jury 
were able to agree only on the amount of the 
original deficiency, which was $507,703. 

It would be good news to the taxpayers 
of this city, which is now so seriously em- 
barrassed for want of money, if this verdict 
could be accepted as an indication that the 
defalcation will now, or even within a 
reasonable time, be made good by the pay- 
ment of the money into the City Treasury. 
But, unfortunately for the city’s prospects 
and for the relief of taxpayers, the present 
verdict can only be regarded as the first 
important step in what will probably be a 
long struggle, the final result of which can- 
not yet be foretold. If the city shall be 
able to secure a full and final confirmation 
of this verdict, it will be still a question as 
to how much can be collected on the bond, 
as it is believed that the property and affairs 
of all the bondsmen except one are in such 
a condition as will render the collection of 
damages very difficult, if not impossible. 

But the proverbial delay of the law can only 
be said to have begun with thas verdict. It has 
required more than four years to obtain a trial 
on the validity of the bond. Of course, a 
motion for a new trial has been entered, and, 
even if this be denied by the Lower Court, 
the case will prove to be a notable exception 
if the trial thereof has not furnished enough 
errors ou which to secure a reversal from the 
Supreme Court and an order for a new trial. 
Ali this will exhaust, perhaps, as much more 
time, or at least half as much more, as has 
already been exhausted. In the trial just 
finished, the counsel for the defendants seem 
to have based their efforts mainly on the fact 
that the bond was signed in blank, and on 
the evidence they introduced to show that it 
had not been properly acknowledged and deliv- 
ered afterward. The bond was given to the 
jury to pass upon, and it seems to have been 
mainly on this point that the verdict against 
the bond was rendered, If the law laid 
down by Judge Roos, and the correctness 
of the verdict as to the validity of the bond, 
be sustained, then we presume the counsel 
for the defendants at the next trial will urge 
as a set-off the compromise which the city 
made with Gacz, by which certain property 
was accepted and placed in the hands of a 
Trustee for the benefit of the city. This 
compromise was made, it will be claimed, 
without the consent of the bondsmen, and 
that the property thus made over for the ben- 
efit of the city was much more valuable at 
that time than it is now. It will probably 
be urged that the bondsmen must be credited 
with the value of Gacr’s property at the 
time he abandoned it tothe city. The ques- 
tions of the interest-allowance, the alleged 
agreement between Gace and certain city 
authorities that the money should be loaned, 
and the amounts in the broken banks, will 
also have to be passed upon by the Supreme 
Court, so that the final issue of the contest 
must still be regarded as open for judg- 
ment. We heartily wish it were otherwise, 
but it is useless to disguise the real facts for 
the vain privilege of looking for a relief to 
the city’s financial distress from the immedi- 
ate or even early collection of the damages 
thus awarded. 
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TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 

In a recent address delivered to the Work- 
ingmen’s Club in London, Prof. Huter 
touched upon a subject that ought to inter- 
est every person who has anything to do 
with the education of boys. The views of 
the learned scientist are decidedly utilitarian 
and practical, and they challenge the atten- 
tion of the public at an opportune moment, 
when universal education, especially in Amer- 
ica, threatens to asume the form of a social 
epidemic.

THE TURKISH FLEET. 

As a demand for accession of a pertion of 
the Turkish fleet has at least been contem- 
plated by Russia, and the disposition of the 
fleet promises to come up in the Congress ag 
one of the subjects for discussion, any un- 
thentic information concerning its 
will be of interest, pending the action of the 
Congress. The London Time furnishes 
this information at an opportune time, 
Before the war, there were six frigates, nine 
corvettes, and seven gunboats, but two af 


the corvettes were destroyed on the Danube, , 


and it will be remembered that five out 
the seven gunboats which were shut up in 
the Danube by the Russians were handed 
over to them under the terms of the armis- 
tice, so that the fleet now consists of six 
frigates, seven corvettes, and two gunboats 
The most powerful of the frigates is the 
Massoudieh, of English build, and now per-

four frigates, 165 guns; seven corvettes, 108 
guns; and the steam-dispatch boats, are, of 
course, of no account for war purposes in 
these days of heavily-armored vessels, one 
shot from which would sink any one of 
them, but could be made very valuable as 
transports. Summing up, the Turkish navy 
now comprises fifteen armor-plated vessels, 
carrying twelve 18-ton, twenty 12-ton, eight 
6-ton guns, six 300. pounder, sixty 150 
pounder, eleven 120-pounder, four 4 
pounder Armstrongs, and four Gatlings; 
and twenty-five wooden vessels, carrying 527 
cannon of various small chlibres. 

These figures will serve to correct the very 
general impression which has prevailed since 
the war broke out, that the Turks haves 
powerful fleet. Of these forty vessels, there 
are but four that are in any way formidable, 
and it is said that even these four are vasily 
inferior to the average of the English vessels 
now in the Mediterranean. They also serve 
to explain the hitherto incom fact 
of the insignificant part played by the fleet 
in the war, although the Russians had 10 
navy to oppose it, and it had access to the 
Russian Black Sea frontiers. The only two 
vessels that came in the neighborhood of the 
Russian forces along the line of the Danube 
were destroyed by the gallantry of Russiaa

A FRENCH ADVENTURER. 
Baltimore American. 

Victor Gustave Maunier was born a poor boy 
in the south of France about 1819, and died a 
millionaire at Neuilly, near Paris, in 1874. The 
one desire of his life was to acquire wealth, not 
by saving, but by enterprise; ana nature had 
endowed him with qualities well calculated to 
advance his fortunes. His ambition was grati- 
fled to the utmost, and—he died miserably. 
His father and mother were poor people, and as 
soon as he was old enough he left his father’s 
roof to seek employment at one of the ports of 
the Mediterranean. At Marseilles, when he was 
18, he in some manner became acquainted with a 
beautiful young girl very far above him in stati n. 
Her name was Theresa Otto. Her father wasan 
Italian dentist, and was about to return to his 
native Town of Messina. It is not certain that 
Maunier’s suit was ever known to the parents 
of Theresa, but, With the energy that distin- 
guished him in all his undertakings, he resulved 
to win her. He managed to follow her to Mes- 
sina, and arrived in that city as soon as she did. 
We have no way of knowing by what means he 
coutrived to prosper in a suit that seemed so 
hopeless; we know, however, that a year later, 
1838, they were married, Gustave being 19 
and Theresa not 18 years old. He did busi- 
ness as a clock-maker, jeweler, and engraver 
of gems at Messina, was always ready to take 
advantage of apy opening, and might have 
acquired a good fortune and the respect of his 
new connections had he beep able to conduct 
hinself properly toward his young wife. For 
he was elegant, amusing. fond of pleasure, and 
very han‘isome. He became very popular with 
women, and ended by a serious quarrel with 
his wife and great losses in business. In 1342 
he suddenly disappeared from Messina, de- 
serting his wife and her two children, but 
turned up again at Athens. There his wife 
heard of him and followed him. Their quarrel 
was made up, and they lived together several 


them. Maunier had again gone into the clock 
business at Athens, and was beginning to pros- 
per when his domestic irregularities once 
more marred his fortunes. Again he left his 
wife, this time with four little ones, and fled to 
Egypt. He reached that country without 
money, resources, or introductions, but he car- 
ried with him the great purpose of bis life, and 
that purpose was to make a fortune. A new 


‘invention had just appeared in France,—the art 


of taking daguerreotypes. Maunier's saguacity 
and intelligence at once showed him how he 
might profit by the discovery. As soon as he 

scraped together a little money by workin 
at Cairo asa journeyman jeweler, he open 
daguerreotype rooms in the city. The idea 
took with all classes. The artist was sent for 
to the palace and took the Viceroy’s pict- 
ure, with thuse of all his court. Once admit- 
ted to court favor he made the most of his op- 

unities. He began to apply his art to taking 
ikenesses of all the celebrated monuments of 
ancient Egypt, and Prince Halim, the well- 
educated son of the Viceroy, became greatly 
interested in his performances. He got leave 
for the artist to make researches around the 
Pyramids by which many curious and beautiful 
things were brought to light. and increasing in- 
timacy with Prince Halim led to a somewhat sin- 
gular partnership. The Prince and the French- 
man set up at Luxor a factory, a refinery, and a 
distillery. The smoke of their chimueys curled 
round the mighty sphinxes, obelisks, and ven- 
erable temples. 

In a few years the pro 
tablishments had am millions, thanks to 
Maunier’s ready wit and persevering energy. 
He had obtained the height of his ambition, and 
he now proceeded to lay the foundation of his 
ultimate ruin. In some low dancing house in 
Cairo he meta young Italian woman in the 
corps de ballet, whom he placed at the head of 
his establishment. For twenty-two years she 
reigned queen of his zenana. While be and 
this woman were rolling in wealth and flourish- 
ing as leaders of fashion in the queer, disrepu- 
table European society of the Egyptian Capital, 
poor Theresa Oddo, the rich man’s lawful wite, 
was working as a dressinaker m wretched lodg- 
ings at —s endeavoring to support 
her children. t last, weary of the 
torpid existence of the East, Maunier resolved 
to revisit his native country. em- 
barked for France with his money, bis mistre 
and his collection of Egyptian antiquities. By 
this time three of his children were dead.

Rome Letter te London Telegraph. 

The following incident fn the life of the late 
King of Italy may be of interest to English 
readers: The day before bis death Victor Em- 
manuel gained a lawsuit in which he was much 
interested. His adversary was an Englishman, 
formerly a clergyman of the Establishment, 
but resident for thirty years in Rome, and long 
one of the Papal Chamberlains. He received a 
title from the Pope, and is now styled Count 
Campbell Smith d’Heritz. This gentleman

In fact, the aucient Via 
lara lay through the villa of the Count and that 
of the King. and along this ancient Roman road 
the occupiers of the adjoining farms bad a right 
to pass as far as the bridge over the Anio, called 
the Ponte Salario. The King made short work 
of the Count’s right of passage, for he ordered 
the road, or what traces remained of it, to be 
dug up and planted. When the Count’s servants 
entered on the disputed territory. bis Majesty 
summoned the Count before the Criminal Court, 
and had him fined for trespass. There was then 
a trial before a legal tribunal, and here also the 
King triumphed, and the Count was cast, his 
witnesses not being even suffered to give evi- 
dence. The last ing ot the case was just 
the day before the death of Victor Emmanuel. 
Within ten days before bis death he shot forty 
thrushes and one woodcock in the plantations 
in this villa, and shot also an otter, whieh did 
not surrender life until it bad received four 
balls from the Royal gun. Victor Emmanuel 
was very fond of this villa, although he 
never slept at it, and used to watch 
the progress of the buildings and improvements 
with much interest. His daughter-in-law, then 
Princess Margherita, used to go there frequent- 
to spend a few hours in the grounds along with 
her son, the now Prince Hereditary. The Count 
d’Heritz has lodged an appeal against the late 
decision, and will carry the question of the richt 
of way to the highest courts; and, if he eventu- 
ally succeeds, the privacy of the Royal villa will 
be greatly interfered with, and the result may 
be that the public will be admitted and the 
grounds thrown open on certain days, as is the 
Villa Borghese and the Villa Pamphili Doria. 
This villa on the Via Salaria must not be con- 
founded with theagother Royal villa on the Via 
Nomeotana, where the Countess Mirafiori lived, 
and which belonged, it is supposed, to ber. 


THE FAMINE IN CHINA. 


A Woful Picture of Misery and Suffering. 
San Franciace Chronicle. 

A gentleman in Shanghai writes to a friend in 
this city as follows: The great question which 
at present agitates the Flowery Kingdom is the 
famine at the North. For four years past a 
part of four of China’s northern provinces has 
yielded either a smail crop, or none at all. One 
year ago the suffering was something dreadful 
among these poor people, who were worse off 
than slaves. At that time about $70,000 was 
raised by the foreign communities at the open 
ports and forwarded to disbursing agents, who 
made good use of the money. This year the 
famine is still worse. Over a country. that 
embraces a population of some 15,000,000 of 
people, absolute destitution prevails. People 
are actually eating each other. Babies are cut 
up and sold by the pound. There seems to be 
no remedy; the Chinese authorities are doing 
something, but itis only a drop in the bucket. 
The foreign community bave elected canvassing 
committees, and the subscriptions will be up in 
the thousands; how much, it is impossible to 
sav. From last year’s experience, it is estimated 
that a life can be saved for about $1.50, so that 
all that can be done will save only a few out of 
the millions. In the Central Provinces there is 
an abundance of rice; this is being shipped to 
the suffering districts, but it takes a month to 
reach them. It costs nearly three times the 
price of the rice to carry it to its destination,— 
no railroads, no canals, noteven a carriage road. 
Within the past fifteen years the Chinese Gov- 
erpment have spevt money enough on fortifica- 
tions, ships, improved arms, and ammunition to 
have built a road from Shaughai to Pekin, with 
branches leading through the famine districts. 
The ships are useless; so are the fortifications ; 
they both only serve as an excuse to pay fat 
salaries to lazy officials. Thearms and ammuni- 
tion are stored away, rusting so as to be worth- 
less, and China’s millions are starving. Chinese 
officials do not want to change the order of 
things. Why should they? The merchants and 
tradesmen desire it, but they have very little to 
say in the inatter. if I am rightly iniormed, 
with all their Goverument workshops and 
arsenals, there has never been an agricultural 
tool or implement made; guns, torpedoes, 
ships, etc., seem to be their endandaim. The 
official class grow richer and richer each year, 
and the lower classes poorer and poorer. No 
wonder that such numbers are willing to go to 
the Pacific Coast, where in a few years they can 
earn a life competence and lie down and die in 
their own land with the millions taken from the 

w laboring classes in our own country. What 
ind of people is it who regard with cool non- 
chalence their ueichbors devouring their own 
chiidren? Were you to ask them to explain 
their strange apathy, they would no doubt give 
the regular Chinese shake of the head and say, 


Me no sabe.“

A River Intensely Salt. 
Nevada Enterprise. 

It was long supposed that the brackishness of 
Salt River, Arizona, was caused by the stream 
running over a bed of salt somewhere along its 
course. Its waters are pure and fresh from 
where it heads in the White Mountains to with- 
in fifty miles of where it empties into the Gila. 
Fifty miles from its junction with the Gila there 
comes into it a stream of water that is intensely 
salt. This stream pours out of the side of a 
large mountain, and is from twenty to thirty 
feet deep. It is very rapid, and pours into the 
Sait River a great volume of water. Here could 
be easily manufactured suflicient salt to supply 
the world. All that would be necessary would 
be to dig ditches and lead the brine to basins 
in the nearest deserts. The heat of the sun 
would make the salt. Were there a railroad 
near the stream its waters would doubtless soon 
be turned and ledto immense evaporating 
ponds. It is supposed that the interior of the 
mountain out of which the stream flows is 
largely composed of rock galt.

| It isa well-known fact, which will hardly be 

flisputed, that the trotting at State and County 

Fairs is almost, without exception, of the poor- 

est possible description. It is easy to see why 


this isso. The purses, as a rule, are small, and 


no matter how speedy the animals engaged in 
the contest may be, itis idle to suppose that 
their drivers will permit them to acquire a 
record which is anything like a measure of their 
speed. At the season when fairs are held, all 
the important trotting meetings are over, and 
as there can be po trotting worth mentioning 
done until the succeeding spring, owners and 
drivers are naturally averse to putting a record 
on horses in the slower classes. If records are 
to be obtained at all, horsemen prefer to have 
their animals ecquire them during the trotting 
season, and at large meetings, where the 
amount of money to be trotted for is in the 
thousands, instead of the as is usually the 
case at fairs. These latter institutions area 
great resort for men with horses which they 
wish to educate, and the entries in each race are 
as numerous as at more pretentious meetings, 
but, as a rule, the trotting is disgraceful, pear- 
ly all the drivers pulling their horses in the most 
bare- manner, the time, in consequence, 
being outrageously slow. This sort of thing is 
seldom interferea with by the officers of the 
Fair, and even were they to take cognizance of 
it, but little good would result, as scarcely any 
of them are members of the National Associa- 
tion, and their expulsion of a horse or driver 
would be of no effect. 

Ot this condition of affairs, horsemen and 
those interested in the welfare of the National 
Association have long been aware, and the ques- 
tion of how to remedy it has become one worthy 
the serious consideration of all parties inter- 
ested. The Western men above alluded to de- 
voted considerable time to the matter, and 
finally concluded that the only solution of the 
dithculty was in the abolition of the time pen- 
alty. They argued tnat, in the first place, it 
was necessary to induce the Agricultural Asso- 
ciations under whose auspices these fairs are 
held. to become members of the National Asso- 
ciation, in order that any penalties which they 
might im would be felt by the offending 
parties, since as members of the Nationa! As- 
sociation a suspension or expulsion at their 
hands would bar the horse or driver on whom 
it was inflicted from participating in any meet- 
ings over Association tracks. In order to 
secure the accession of the agricultural socie- 
ties to the National Association ranks, it would 
be necessary to fix the admission at a low 
figure,—somewhat below the minimum one now 
charged. The Western delegates recommend- 
ed that this be done, but the New Engiana 
men équelched the scheme, which up to that 
time bad locked so promising. They could 
give no good reasons for their opposition, and 
the friends of the plan are inclined to attribute 
it to general moral depravity and cussedness. 
They argue that the acceasion of a number of 
agricuitural societies to the ranks of the Na- 
tional Association would bave a tendency to 
greatly increase the interest in trotting through- 
out the West, andin a general way assist the 
turf in all parts of the country. In the West, 
State ana County Fairs are institutions 
of considerable importance, and each one has a 
daily attendance of from 2,000 to 40,000 people. 
Although the tillers of the soil are there osten- 
sibly to exhibit their corpulent cattle and ab- 
normally developed squashes, they can always 
be found hustling toward the little half-mile 
track when a trial of speed“ is announced. 
aud will whoop and how! in the most insane 
mapper wheo their favorite animal is victori- 
ous. But even this enthusiasm could be great- 
ly augmented, were these tracks members of 
the National Association. The suppression of 
time, which is now such a prominent feature for 
a pumpkin show race-track, would in that event 
be almost entirely done away with, and the now 
common scenes of pulling and foul driving be- 
come athing of the past.

San Francisco, March 9.—Our mupicipality 
is at a dead-lock. A bill passed the Legislature 
last week which provides that the public funds 
be divided in twelve equal parts, and that the 
expenditures of any one month shail not en- 
croach upon those of another. In other words, 
the city is to pay cash as it goes, and to contract 
no debts. . 

The new idea is met with marked disfavor by 
the Supervisors. They came together in solemn 
council on Monday evening for their usual meet- 
ing, but no business was transacted. They re- 
portea the municipal wheels to be so clogged by 
impecuniosity as to impede all progress. They 
then adjourned for four weeks. 

They trusted to have the obnoxious law re- 
pealed within that time. To their great dis- 
comfiture, however, they find the law approved 
by press and people, and see nothing for them- 
selves but to scramble along with the onc- 
twelfth division as comfortably as may be. 

Such an arrangement makes a Dead - Sea apple 
of a Supervisorship. 

The author of this law is Mr. Frank McCop- 
pin, a gentleman with an exceedingly checkered 
political career. Although he has been Mayor 
of San Francisco, he has achieved such a num- 
ber of political failures as to be really remark- 
able. His facility for making himself unpopular 
with the masses can be estimated by his present 
attitude. 

On Monday night the Sapervisors broke up 
their mecting with an expression of unquali- 
fied disapproval of him and his measnres. On 
Thursday evening the Germans held an indig- 
pation meeting to condemn his bill, which 
abolishes the study of foreign languages in the 
public schools. 

Every day there is a growl against him by the 
non-taxpavers. on the score of his bill, not yet 

sed, which opens a broad boulevard from 

Market street—our broadest thoroughfare, and 

et to be our business centre—to the Golden- 
ate Park. 

As the unpopular Senator has a way of get- 
ting his bills passed, we shall probably have our 
boulevard, notwithstanding the remonstrances 
of the men whose constant cry is taxes. They 
cry the louder when they have never paid any 
taxes in their lives but poll-tax.

It is, perhaps, retributive justice that the 
Lenten season falls heavily on the unregenerate 
as upon the believer who does himself up in 
sackcloth and ashes.

The dry-goods establishments echo gloomily to 
the rare footfall. The milliners and dressmakers 
are deeply pathetic. The florists go home to rus- 
ticate, and leave a small boy behind the poorly- 
patronized counter. The confectioners put 
away their pyramidal designs and devote them- 
selves more exclusively to plain crullers, buns, 
apd crumpets. 

All this is because all the rich and fashionable 
people in California are either Catholics or Epis- 
copalians. The forty days are strictly observed. 
There will be more religion than usual this 
year. Aristocracy always perches itself upon 
a hill. Grace Church, the seat of ali the 
genuine aristocratic religion in town, crowns 
the, pinnacle of California street's deepest in- 
accessibility. But the dummy railway has 
reached even this exclusive quarter, and any 
one may go at five cents a head to sar his 
prayers in the very temple of railroad 
bonanza shares, and other comfortable se- 
curities. 

Tue aristocratic Catholics worship in the 
French church of Notre Dame. The French 
population is not large, but the congregation 
includes many of the native California families 
whose blood is presumed tojbe dashea with 
Castilian blue. Add to these the well-to-do 
lrish and Americans who find good music, rav- 
ishing toilets, and the music of a foreign 
tongue an incentive to prayer, and the congre- 
gation is made up. 

They have a pleasant custom in this charch 
of selecting some pretty girl attractively cos- 
tumed to around a basket of cake broken 
into little, odd, oblong fragments of not more 
than an inch in length.

4 CRITICISM OF PROF. BOISE’S PAPER. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicago, March 15.—Prof. Boise, in his elabo- 
rate paper on annihilation, read before the Bap- 
tist ministers’ meeting, last Monday, has mace 
a false issue in reference to the faith of those 
who believe that the penalty of God’s law is 
everlasting destruction instead of endless tor- 
ments. They do not believe in the annihilation 
of a particle of matter in the sense of its reduc- 
tion to nothing. They never use the word an- 
nihilate; first, because it is not in the Bible; and, 
second, because it would be misconstrued. It 
is used by our opponents opprobriousiy. Noth- 
ing is ever gained by wmisrepresentation. I 
doubt whether there is a word in the Hebrew 
or Greek Scriptures which teaches the creation 
of anything from nothing, or its reduction to 
nothing. We use the word destruction to de- 
note the destruction of specific forms to which 
specific names are given, while the same amount 
of matter exists in other forms. Thus, to de- 
stroy a tree, or man, is simply to destroy those 
configurations by which they are distinguished 
from other external forms known by other 
names, but not to destroy the material of which 
thev are composed. Where the original word 
means loss it does not mean annihilation. 
The issue in these illustrations turns upon the 
thing lost, whether happiness or misery, life or 
death. It is one thing fora shepherd to lose 
his sheep, and quite another for his sheep to 
lose its life. Isthere no difference between a 
parent losing his child and the child losing its 
life? Mr. Ross lost his little boy Charley years 
ago, and yet he may be living to-day. The 
first death is the loss of the first life. 
The second death will be the loss of the second 
life. Faul said that Christ died according to 
the Seriptures. Christ, reterring to His death, 
said Tue good shepherd giveth his life for the 
sheep.“ * 4 me Christ said He that will save 
his lite lose it, and he that will lose his 
life for My sake shall find it; for what is a man 
profited if he should gain the whole world and 
lose his own life; or what will he give in ex- 
change for his life?’’ It is life in the premise, 
and must be life in the conclusion. It is the 
same Greek word in both. Thus, life is the 
thing lost or ed. If death means endless 
misery, then Christ and all the saints who have 
died are suffering endless misery. Waatever 
difinition we give the word death which express- 
ed the nature of the penalty affixed to God's 
Urst law, we must extend that definition to ali 
His posterity; For, by the transgression of 
one man, sin entered into the world, and death 
by sin, so death passed upon all men.” This is 
Paul’s commentary upon the original penalty. 
All, irrespective of character, have and wiil 
suffer the same death Adam died. From the 
Urst death the Bible teacnes a resurrection, but 
from the second it teaches no hope of resurrec- 
tion. Tue whole issue in this investigation 
must turn upon the nature ot man. If man is 
immortal, then the final issue must be endless 
happiness or misery,—not eternal life or eternal 
death. If any part of man does not die, then 
that part cannot be included in a plan which of- 
fers eternal life as the rewardof ovedience. But 
if the whole man is mortal, and must die, then 
a plan which promises to raise the 
intelligent, responsible man from the grave and 
to give him eternal hfe if obedient, or resolve 
him back into his original elements, is perfectly 
adapted to man’s nature and condition. Who 
can for one moment believe that if Adam had 
obeyed the law of God that his soul would have 
been separated from his body and translated to 
heaven, leaving his bedy to molder back to 
dust? He was not driven from the garden to 
prevent his soul from dying and going to Hell 
torments, but to prevent his living forever any- 
where, in Heaven, earth, or Heil. If it had ever 
been God's plan to have inaugurated the mon- 
strous system of endless misery, the time and 
place where the first sin had been committed, 
and the tirst sinner developed, would seem to 
have been the most opportune; and especially 
as Adam was the great representative sinner, 
and God’s dealings with him would establish a 
precedent by which he will be governed in the 
trial and execution of all subsequent sinners.

THE NEW POPE. 

HOW THE NAME OF LEO CAME TO BE CHOSEN 
-A CHANGE OF POLICY. 
Correspondence Pall Mall Gazette. 

Roms, Feb. 21.—The rapidity with which 
operations were carried on in the Conclave is 
chiefly due to Cardinal Bilio, who, after the 
second scrutiny, asked permission to speak. At 
the first scrutiny the votes had been very much 
scattered; at the second Cardinal Pecci obtained 
85, Cardinal Franchi 9, Cardinal Bilio 11, Car- 
dinal Manning 2. Cardinal Bilio then addressed 
his colleagues: “A higher power,“ he said, 
“has decided into whose hands the Church 
should be intrusted; if 1 have any influence in 
this assembly I would beg all my friends to con- 
centrate their votes upon the individual thus 
designated by Providence.” They must have 
acceded to his request, as at the next scrutiny 
precisely 11 votes were added tothe 35, giving 


the majority of two-thirds to 
Cardinal Pecci. Nothing had been 
previously decided as to the public 
announcement being made from within or with- 
out the Church. After the lowering of the can- 
opies over the seats of all the Caruinals, with 
the exception of the newly elect, , ‘ 
advancing and prostrating him before the 
new Pontiff, demanded whence the prociamation 
should be made. What do you say?” said the 
Pope-elect. ‘“‘ Santita, I can give no opinion.

THE APOSTOLIC. 
GETTING READY ro BE TAKEN ALIVE TO HEAVEN, 


Within the last week there bas been formed 
in this city the nucleus of’a religion whose dis- 
tinguishing point of d is that “ thecoming 
and kingdom of Christ” is close at hand. This 
isa branch, new in Philadelphia, of the sect 
known as the Catholie Apostolic Church,” 
which was founded abogt forty years ago in 
Scotland. The denomination has seven churches 
in London, three in Connecticut, one in 
Boston, one in New York City, and one in 
Potsdam, N. Y. The movement which led 
to the establishment of the branch in this city 
was inaugurated on Sunday, the 3d inst., by the 
Rev. W. W. Andrews, of Connecticut, with 
whom is associated the Rey. C. A. G. Brigham, 
of the same State. Mr. Andrews, formerly min- 
ister of a Con tional church in Connecti- 
cut, has held his present faith ever siuce his 
college-days. His fourth sermon here was de- 
livered yesterday afternoon, to an audience of 
several hundred persons, in the hall of the Phil- 
adelphia City Institute, Eighteenth and Chest- 
nut streets, where all hie meetings have been 
held, and where it is the intention of the new 
branch to worship until it will have grown strong 
enough to erect a church-building. 

The liturgy of the “@atholic Apostolic 
Church“ bears more resemblance to the Episco- 
pal than to that of any other denomination. It 
calls for the celebration of the Eucharist every 
Sunday morning, and of the communion every 
morning, « se of prayer morning and even- 
ing, and the observance of 1 
the Circumcision, All Saints’ Day, and Fri- 
dey. The members, while rejecting the doctrine 
of “transubstantiation,’’ believe that Christ is 
mystically and inexplicably” present in the 
Eucharist. The Church teac also that con- 
fession—public or private—of sin to the minis- 
ter is good for the soul, but does not make it 
obligatory. Every congregation has a Bishop. 
It is part of the faith that prophets of God and 
aposties of Christ have arisen of late years and 
are now 6 ing, just as did Jeremias or 
Isaiah and Peter or Paul of old. The believers 
expect a uniou of all Christians in one faith, one 
baptism, and one Church to be effected about the 
time of Christ’s — and hold that they are 
under the same obligations to adopt the cere- 
monial prescribed by their ministers as were the 
Christians of old to follow that laid down by 
Paul and his apostles. 

In his sermon, yesterday, Mr. Andrews, hav- 
ing called attention to the present wicked and 
troubled state of the world as being just what 
prophecy and revelation had pointed out as the 
immediate forerunner of the second coming of 
Christ, cited numerous passages of the Bibie in 
support of the faith that was in him. Among 
his references were verses from the first chapter 
of Isaiah, wherein the prophet speaks under the 
figures of Judah and Jerusalem. From Joel the 
preacher quoted: 

And it shall come to pass afterward that I will 
pour out my spirit u all flesh; and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, your old men 
ehail dream dreams, your young men 1 see 

eee sg 

And I will show wonders in the heavens and in 
the earth, blood, and fire, and pillars of smoke. 

The sun shall be turned into darkness and the 
moon into blood before the great and the terrible 
day of the Lord come. 

And ic shall come to pass that whosoever shall 
callon the name of the Lord shalt be delivered; 
for in Mount Zion and in Jerusalem shall be deliv- 
erance, as the Lora hath said, and in the remnant 
whom the Lord shall call. 

This prophecy, said the er, began to be 
fulfilled in the coming of the Holy Bpirit. before 
the downfal! of Jerusalem. That downfall was 
only a type of the more awful judgment which 
is to fall upon the world at the second coming 
of Christ. To prepare for death ig not enough, 
he said, for, as we know not the hour of the 
coming, we should get ready to be translated 
alive to Heaven, as were Eno®h and Elijah. 


GENERAL NOTES. 


The second revision of thé New Testament 
has reached the middle of Romans xi. 

Although there are 5,350 Catholic sailors in 
the British navy, there is not one Catholic 
chaplain on board her Majesty’s ships. 


The heart of the Pope has been deposited in 
the crypt of St. Peter’s. The custom of placing 
it in the Church at the Acqua Trevi has been dis- 
pensed with, on the ground that the usual cere- 
monial is impossible in the present condition of 
Rome. 

The claim of the Southern Methodist Church 
on the United States Government for $450,000 
indemnity for the occupation of its publishing 
house in Nashville during the War has been cut 
down to $150,000 by the Senate Committee on 
Claims, which has agreed to report a bill for this 
amount. 

The Anglican Bishops have been considering, 
it is said, ana are somewhat alarmed about, the 
spread of the Free Church movement in En- 
giand, a denomination alhed to the Reformed 
Episcopal Church in this country. The result 
of the secret deliberations of the Bishops has 
not been made known.

Havane. Chip bonnets, for dressy occasions, 
will be the first choice, and indeed it would be 
bard to find anything that could replace them. 
These chip bonnets are displayed in black, 
white, and a great variety of colors; the prin- 
cipal being French gray, a dark rich brown, 
olive, and, of course, the new Hayane tints. 
In garnitures also we find this color in all its 
various gradations. Sometimes its tints are ex- 
tremely delicate, being a pale gray with a faint 
brownish tinge; again, they deepen to a grayish 
brown. Not only in silks, satins, and ribbons, 
is the new color seen. It pervades to a large 
extent flowers and foliage designed as carni- 
tures. We have leaves with the faint dead 
tints of autumn without their brilliant 
hues; flowers that have gone to seed, or 
bare stalks showing only that beauty has been 
there. Other leaves are Worm-eaten, or broken 
and withered. But the use of these sad-looking 
though pretty trimmings has not entirely done 
away with ht flowers and glossy leaves. 
Roses, both in full-blown splendor and in the 
more delicate buds, are in great vartety. There 
are rich crimson ones, with deep-tinted hearts 
pale pink ones, and some most daintily colored 
in palest yellow and pink. These latter are 
very beautiful, and come in variously-shaded 
styles that are greatly admired. Poppies, those 
flowers of perennial popularity, will be favor- 
ably received. They are oan | admirable 
for sun-hats, and those which are for plain and 
informal uses. The charming coronet shapes 
in bonnets afford excellent opportunity for the 
advantageous use of a profusion of floral orna- 
mentation. Sometimes entire montures, of 
flowers are worn, and for is 
purpose the smaller flowers are 
most desirable. Among favorites may 
be mentioned, first rosebuds, half-opened; vio- 
lets, sweet-peas, chrysanthemums, and carna- 
tions. Sometimes several different blossoms 
are mingled in the wreath that completely 
covers the coronet, and which is consequently 
tiara-shaped. Buttercups and daisies, hyacinths 
and heliotrope, pansies and mignonette, are 
the most worn combinations; but, of course, 
individual taste regulates them toa great ex- 
tent. I have seen bonnets ornamented with 
montures of pink and scarlet chrysanthemums. 
‘The effect is extremely showy and too pro- 
nounced to meet the requirements of a highly- 


refined taste. 
A DECIDED NOVELTY 
is the 1 use of colored beads. Gilt, steel, 
silver, and gold beads, beads of every imagina- 
ble color, wax beads of delicate French gray, 
olive green, and brown,—all these are exten- 
sively used. The gilt beads, as a rule, are 
large and either smooth and round or faceted, 
They are strung on a thread or wire, and are 
— seen as an edging or finish for the 
rim of bonnet or hat. The other tin- 
sel beads and the y wax ones 
are similarly used. The beads known 
as clair de lune, jet, bronze, steel, etc., are very 
small, and are us ally seen upon bonnets as a 
species of embroidery, or scattered lightiy and 
irregularly over the flowers and leaves that are 
used. They are extremely effective, and will, 
without doubt, be very popular. Indeed, they 
are soeven now. A very elegant bonnet of 
coronet shape is of white chip. The coronet is 
faced with black velvet, over which falls a row 
of white Russian lace, while the upper edge of 
the coronet and the one which rests upon the 
hair are finished by a string of large gold beads. 
The outside is ornamented with a handsome 
scarf of white Russian lace, and at the left is a 
long ostrich feather arranged to fall backward 
over the crown. At its dase is a beautiful white 
wing gilded with a design like a fine fern. 
large bow of white satin ribbon is at the back, 
and in the centre is a very elaborate gold buckle. 
White satin ribbon supplies strings, which are 
knotted beneath the chin, 
Another, rich and most attractive bonnet 
shows thd generous use of amber, pearl, and 
gold. The bonnet is of a peculiar but pleasing 
shape, having a Marie Stuart brim witha soft, 
irregular crown something like a Normandy. 
The crown is formed of a gatize-like grena- 
dine, covered with mossy patches of a plush-like 
stuff.
